A small saving of Rs. 403 has taken place under the 
allotment for establishment. From the Lloyd Botanic Garden allotment there 
remains an unexpended balance of Rs. 429, ‘This can hardly be considered a 
snving, since this money would, under ordinary circumstances, have been spent 
a8 Ww! for. temporary coolies if only the services of such could have been 
obtained at reasonable rates. The revenues from the Calcutta Garden of 
Rs. 953-11-3 and from the Lloyd Garden of Rs. 895 have been paid iuto the 
treasuries at Howrah and Darjeeling respectively. ; 

9. I was absent on privilege leave for three montlis from 13th July 1899 ; 
during my absence the duties of Superintendent were performed by Lieutenant 
Gage, 1.M.8.,,in addition to his own as Curator of the Herbarium. Mr. Gage, 
who has worked well and enthusiastically throughout the year, was absent on 

rivilege leave for one month and -one day from 25th October 1899; 
Mr, G. T. Lane has filled the post of Curator of the Garden throughout the 
year, and has worked well; Mr. G. H. Cave, Assistant Curator of the Garden, 
was transferred on deputation to fill a vacancy in the staff of assistants at the 
Government’ Cinchona Plantation, Mungpoo, from 27th September 1899; 
Mr. A. E. P. Griessen, Probationer Gardener, attached to the Royal Botanic 
Garden, was appointed to act as Assistant Curator, in addition to his own duties, 

| from the date of transfer of Mr. Cave. Mr. Griessen continued to perform these 

\ duties till 26th March 1900, on which date he left the Garden to take up the

ELxplanatory.—The estimates of the area sown and of the 

robable outturn of the jute crop, contained in the nt 
forecast, are compiled from the returns submitted by ,the 
District Officers of the 26 important jute-growing districts in 
these Provinces. The area under jute outside these districts 
is insignificant, and has been left out of consideration, The 
—— represent the prospects of the crop up to the middle 
of June. 

2. Character of the season.—The rainfall in the jute- 
growing area fell short of the normal in January, only a few 
scattered showers being received, while in February it was 
slightly in exeess, especially in Eastern Bengal. In March 
and April the fall was rather below the average in Northern 
and Eastern Bengal, but was above it in Orissa. The defici- 
ency in Northern a in the month of April is are to 
have prejudicially affected sowings. In the month of May 
the districts of Dinajpur and Jalpaiguri received good rain, 
but everywhere else in Northern and Eastern Bengal there 
was less rain than usual, the deficiency being greatest in 
the distric's of Bogra, Pabna, Dacca, and Tippera. In the 
first fortnight of June, there was fair rain in the jute-growing 
districts, but hardly sufficient for,this crop. The defect was, 
however, remedied by the cyclonic storm in the middle of the 
month, which brought heavy rain to almost all parts of the 
Province and proved of much benefit to the standing jute. 

3. Area cultivated.—There hus been little change in the 
figures returned by the District Officers for the. normal area 
under jute, a slight reduction in Purnea being the only 

» modification, and the total area which would ordinarily be 
cultivated in jute in these Proyinces in a normal year now 
stands at 2,173,100 acres as against 2,189,400 acres returned 
last year. Of this area, only 1,971,300 acres were sown with 
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in 1899, but the rise’ in price, which followed on the 
iSeue of last year’s crop has caused an extension of cultiva- 
tion in the current year, and it is reported that 2,039,800 
acres, or about 94 per cent. of the normal area, have now 
been cultivated with this crop. While this.is a larger area 
than that sown in 1898 and 1899, it is still below the area 
placed under this og in the five previous years, I am 
icelined, however, to think that the area sown in jute this 

ear may have been somewhat under-estimated, as a larger 
inerease might well have been anticipated in view of the 
high prices prevailing and the favourable character of the 
season, 

4. Character of the crop—The prospects of the crop 
are generally good, the recent rain having proved of much 
benefit to it’ The followtng districts expect an outturn up 
to the average or slightly over it: Burdwan, 24-Parganas, 
Dinajpur, Darjeeling, Rangpur, Pabna, Dacca, Faridpur, 
Backer; ©, Bhagalpur, Malda, Cuttack, and Balasore, 
whileethe important jute-growing district of Mymensingh 
and ‘Tlippera estimate an outturn only a small fraction 
below the normal. On the other hand, Rajshahi, with an « 
area of 107,000 acres, anticipates an outturn of 81 per cent. 
of the normal only, Bogra (88,000 acres) 90 per cent., 
Nadia (36,000 acres) 75 per cent., and Jalpaiguri (63,000 
acres) 70 per cent. Taking the figures returned for 
all the districts together, it will be seen that a 96 per 
cent. crop is anticipated in the area sown, In many cases, 
however, the returns were compiled before the excellent 
effects of the recent heavy rainfall were known, and the 
prospects of the crop have also been otherwise under- 
estimated, I think, in several districts. I am accordingly, 
inclined to anticipate a normal or 100 per cent. outturn 
for the Province as a whole, in the area sown this year. It 
is at the same time obvious that as the ‘final outturn of . 
the crop is greatly dependent on the character of the seasgn 
in the months of July and August, it is too early at present 
to make any accurate forecast. 

5, Stocks of previous crops in hand,—The District Officers 
are almost unanimous in their reports that very little jute 
is left in hand from last year’s crop, the strong demand of 
the past season, and the consequent high prices having 
drained most of the local stocks, 

6. Gross outturn of the crop —Aceepting three bales 

x acre as the normal produce of a 16-anna crop, it may 

» estimated for the present that the outturn will this year b 
amount to 61 lakhs of bales. The normal outturn for the 
Province may be teken at about 65 Jakhs of bales, so that 
the outturn now anticipated amounts to 15 annas of the

The year 1898 was unusually healthy, but in the year under review tho 
death-rate rose from 29'8 to 37°8 per mille in Caleutta, and in Howrah from 
33:02 to 44°56, the highest. rate recorded for the last eleven years. The com- 
parison with 1898, however, is vitiated by the large exodus that took place in 
that year in consequence of the plague scare, Putting aside the 2,332 deaths 
recorded as due to plague, the total mortality of Calcutta in 1899 was actually 

less than that of 1895, 1896, or 1897—a fact which is due to the remark- 
alle decrease of cholera during the last three years. It is suggested in the 
ort that, apart from the recorded plague deaths, the increase in the mortal- 
ity, especially under the head ‘“ Other causes,” is, nelly due to plague, *but 
this inference does not seem to be borne outyb © facts, ere Was a 
considerable increase under the heads of fever and bowel-complaints, which 
proves that the hia was actually an unhealthy one; and a comparison of the 
mortality, month by month, with the quinquennial average shows that the 
excess mortality not accounted for by recorded plague deaths is so small that 
there is no reasonable ground for suspecting that any aprmecianlc number of 
deaths from plague haye escaped being recorded as such. In view of the excep- 
tional circumstances created by the plague epidemic, Colonel Hendley has not 
attempted to trace any further at present the causes of the gradual rise of the 
death-rate in Caleutta “and Howrah, but he gives an appendix in which the 
zuoteormlonieh eonditions are collated month by month with the health of the 
town., This is interesting with reference to the theory mentioned in last year’s 
Resolution, that the higher mortality was due to the increase of feyer caused 
-by the large amount of water brought in by the water-works of the two towns 
and the want of proper drainage to off the waste, but no very definite 
conclusions can be drawn from it. comparison of the monthly mortality 
shows that the deaths from fever were highest in the first four months of the 
ee ees ee ene ee eee 
. "There @ comparati 8 ratio between 
deaths from plague, howel-complaints aa fever pes uu reach their height 
in Margh and April, and are lowest in June and July, rising again towards 
the exd of the year, So far as any conclusion can be drawn from these facts, 
they do not bear out the theory mentioned above, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
waits with interest the results.of the careful study which is being made of 
Phe pabjest. ;

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2. The numbers of indoor and outdoor patients treated during the last ~ 
two years in the hospitals of Culcutta and Howrah are compared in the follow. 
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8. The total number of outdoor ‘patients rose from 187,518 to 219,302. 
The increase was shared by all the hospitals except the Eden and Dufferin Vie- 
toria Hospitals, and was due partly to the unhealthiness of the yeu, and par 5 
no doubt, to the absence of any such panic as that caused by the plague in (A 
preceding year, The increase in the Sambhu Nath Pandit Hospital (4,597) 
and in the Medical College Hospital (5,952) is attributed to the growing popu- 
larity ofthese institutions. The Presidency General Hospital was kept open 
every week-day instead of twice a week as hitherto, and the number of outdoor 

atiente rose by 401. The reduction of 1,298 in the attendance of the Eden 

ospital is said to be due {o the constant changes in the personnel of the 
Resident Surgeon and to the inconvenience of the out-patient room, while that 
in the Dufferin Victoria Hospital is ascribed vo the introduction of a rule under 
which Europeans and Eurasians are no longer admitted to the institution. 

4. ‘There was au inorease of 414 in the total number of indoor patients 
treated, and the daily average attendance rose slightly—from 1,266-74 to , 
1,267°66, The increase of 526 at the Presidency General Hospital is the most 4 
noticeable, and is attributed to the fact that ove of the wards which remained 
closed in 1898 fora few months fer repairs was ayailuble during the year 
under review. On the other hand, in the Campbell Hospital number 
dropped from 7,524 to 6,823. 

5. Including both outdoor and indoor patients, 146,056 men, 44,370 
women, and 63,022 children were treated during thi r. The total number of 
men rose by 22,489, of women by 4,664, and of *ildson by 5,045, the net 
increase, taking all classes together, being 32,198. The number of Europeans, 

Hindus, and Muhammadans increased by 1,223, 18,094, and 12,545, respectively, 
while that of Eurasians diminished by 689, The Lieutenant-Governor is glad 
to notice an improvement in the attendance of females in some of the hospitals, 
‘which is doubtless due to the greater privacy secured for them in the consulting 
rooms, His Honour trusts that continued attention will be paid to this 
‘important es pie The total number of beds available for indoor Eeyore 

is 1,762, while the average number occupied was 1,155. In Caleutta 322 per os 

thousand of the population were treated as out-patients as against 259 in 1898, |

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6. Excluding the cases treated in the Eye Infirmary, the death-rate for all 
the institutions rose from 13°18 to 14°60, the Tighiset mortality recorded for ten 
years, with the exception of 1897, when it was 16°40. This increased death- 
rate is attributed to the admission of a large number of persons in a moribund 
condition and also of plague cases. Depending, as it does, to a great extent 
upon the class of patients and the condition in which ee are brought 
to the hospital, the death-rate varies within wide limits. Thus the rate 
for men d from *66 at the Police Hospital to 23°33 at the Campbell 
Hospital. Similarly, in the case of adult women, the Dufferin Victoria Hospital 
shows a death-rate of 1°36 and the Campbell Hospital of 33°52. The death-rate 
among men was higher than last year in all the hospitals, except the Police and 
the Howrah General Hospitals. The female death-rate rose most conspicuously 
in the Mayo Hospital, viz., from 8-13 to 21°46. This abnormal increase is 
attributed to-the admission of a large number of pilgrims who came to Calcutta 
from Puri suffering from cholera. * 

7. Small-pox was prevalent during the latter part of the year, and the 
number of patients admitted into hospital suffering from the disease rose from 
87 to 42. Of these persons, 21 were unprotected either by vaccingtion or 
inoculation, and-13 of them, or 61-90 per cent., died. Of 19 persons who had 
been vaccinated, 5, or 26°32 per cent., died, and in all of them the marks of 
vaccination wore faint. There were 14 Europeans and Eurasians admitted to 
the Campbell Hospital suffering from this disease against one in the provious 
year, and some of these cases were of a virulent type. The total death-rate 
was 47°61, against 32:43 in the previous year. 

8. The number of admissions to hospital of persons suffering from cholera 
was 355 against 227 in the previous year, and 227 cases proved fatal, giving a 
death-rate of 63:94 per cent. against 53°74 in 1898, The increase is most 
marked in the Campbell Hospital, where the number of cases rose from 8? 
to 136. Among the patients there were 20 Europeans and Eurasians, of 
whom 14 died. Three cases originated at the Campbell Hospital, of which two 
were fatal. 

9. The admissions to hospitals on aceount of dysentery increased from 
5,571 to 6,404, but the death-rate decreased from 29°53 to 26°88. The Campbell 
aiid Howrah General Hospitals show a high rate of mortality due to the admis- 
sion of a large number oF moribund cases. While the death-rate among Euro- 
in and Eurasians was only 4-93 per cent., the rate among otlier classes was 

9°55. The number of diarrhea patients rose from 6,244 to 6,673, bubthe 
death-rate fell from 47-04 to 43°62. Malarial fever was more prevalent than ‘n 
the preceding year, and the admissions increased from 37,276 to 46,131. The 
death-rate also rose from 6°72 to 9°12 per cent. The number of ‘persons trgated 
for venereal diseases increased from 10,550 to 11,159. Twenty-four lepers 
were admitted into the hospitals during the year, against 62 in the previous 
year, and of these, 22 were treated in the Campbell Hospital. This declino is 
Said to be due to the transfer of patients to the Leper Asylum, There were 
37 cases of enteric fever and 617 cases of remittent fever, against 32 and 609, 
respectively, in 1893, Of the 387 cases, 34 were Europeans and Eurasians, 
Two hundred and thirty-nine cases of plague were admitted during the year, 
of which 158 wore treated at the Mediol College Hospital and 46 at the 
Campbell. The death-rate was 82°84 per cent. 

10, The total number of surgical operations increased from 21,610 to 25,109. 
Death followed in 154 cases, giving a percentage of ‘61, against ‘72 in the 
ney year. ‘The largest number of operatio/s was performed at the 

‘edical College Hospital, where the death-rate was -82 against ‘96 last year, At 
the Campbell Hospital the operations were as usual performed by the Assistant 
Surgeons and none by the Superintendent. It is not possible to alter this until 
the Superintendent is relioved of some of his multifarious duties. ‘There was a 
large ing off in the number of o tions in the Dufferin Victoria Hospital, 
viz., from 1,631 to 89, which is said to be due to the inclusion of a large number 
of operations of a trivial naturo in the figures of 1898. Although there has 
heen some increase in the total number of operations at the Howrah General 
Hospital, the number of more important operations declined. casing the year. 
‘The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Inspector-Genéral of Civil Hospitals 
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that it is desirable that more surgical work should be done in this institu- 
tion, and he trusts that now that the hospital has _been provided with an 
operation-room, there will be an improvement in this direction. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor tukes this opportunity to express his appreciation of the large 
number of operations performed Lieutenant-Colonels Sanders and Murray, 
Major Charles, Captain Bird, and Assistant Surgeons Norendra Nath Bose end 
Satya Saran Mitter, and wlso of the good work done by Messrs, Woods and 
Ranger in the Dental Department. 

11. The total number of women and children admitted at the Eden 
Hospital as indoor patients increased from 1,872 to 1,494, of whom 201 were 
Europeans, 551 Eurasians, and 640 Hindus and Muhammadans. The death- 
rate for Europeans and Eurasians was 5:45, and for the others 9°55, the figures 
for the previous year being 5°14 and 10°37. The mortality among native 
children was rather high, being 32°81 against 25. Confinement cases increased 
from 582 to 638, Of these, 31 proved fatél, against 18 in the previous yoar. 
There were 19 fatal cases of septicemia, of which one originated within the 
hospital, ‘There were 802 operations performed, against 1,104 in 1898, The 
decreuse is attributed to the exclusion of minor operations from the returns, 
in accordance with the orders of the Government of India, -Of the three 
cases in which ovariotomy was performed, only one proved successful. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Joubert performed all the important operations himself, 
with the exception of two interesting cases, which were successfully operated 
on by Captain Earle, 

12. In the Shama Charan Law Hospital the number of outdoor patients 
rose from 11,058 to 13,103. There was a diminution in the number of opera- 
tions, Operations for extraction of the lens numbered 257, and vision was 
restored in 83°95 per cent, of these cases, against 81°05 in the previous year. 

13. The Lieutenant-Goyernor ebserves with pleasure that the work done 
by trained nurses at the several hospitals is well spoken of by the Medical 
Officers concerned. A special report on the subject of improving the nursi 
arrangements in the Calcutta medical institutions, which the TospeotonGhereral 
of Civil Hospitals has recently submitted, is now under the consideration of 
Government. At the Eden Hospital 41 pupils were under instruction during 
the year, of whom 17 passed the examination. There were also 31 dais under 
training, of whom 13 passed. . 

14, The invested capital of the Calcutta and Howrah hospitals is 
Rs,5,91,700. The following statement compares the main heads of receipts 
and expenditure for all the hospitals during the year ;— f

15. ‘The total income, excluding the opening balance, amounted to 
Rs, 9,97,169, whicl exceeds that of the previous year by Rs, 6,489. The cost 
to Goveriiment shows an increase of Rs. 6,509, due to larger expenditure on the 
new block at the Presidency General Hospital. The receipts from paying 

tients felf'oft by Rs. 338. There is an incréase of Rs. 6,164 in the recéipts 

m local funds, which is attributed chiefly to larger receipts from the Hospital 
Port Dues Fund at the Ercalency General Hospital. There was a slight falling 
off in the receipts from municipal funds, while subscriptions from Europeans 
and also from natives show some increase. The rise in the latter is attributed 
to a donation of Ks. 2,500 made to the Mayo Native Hospital by Babu Benode 
Lal Mullick during the year under review. The Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals has drawn the attention of Gévernment to the small amount of 
subscriptions received from native gentlemen towards the maintenance of the 
medical institutions in the metropolis, and proposes to make a separate repre- 
sentation on the subject, which will be awaited. The total expenditure rose 
from Rs. 10,20,486 to Rs. 10,25,463, the inefease being chiefly under the heads 
“Miscellaneous charges,” the sum spent on which rose from Rs. 88,946 to 
Rs. 1,02,020, and “ Buildings and repairs,” which absorbed Rs. 4,37,593 as 
compared. with Rs, 41,27,953 in the preceding year. There was a considerable 
reduction in expenditire on European medicines at the Medical Coll 
Hospital, due to the hospital having been equipped with a large stock of 
instruments and appliances in 1898. The introduction of a more liberal scale 
of diet at the Presidency General Hospital has caused an increase of Rs. 5,442 
in the expenditure on diet in that hospital. ¥ 

16, The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice that numerous improve- 
ments have been carried out at the several hospitals. His Honour agrees with 
the In: 1-Genieral of Civil Hospitals that full advantage should be taken by 
the Medical Officers of the valuable clinical opportunities which are afforded to 
them by the hospitalsin this city for literary work on professional subjects, and 
hopes in the future to see an increase in the number of such papers published by 
these officers, ’ . 

17. The office of the In or-Gentral of Civil Hospitals was held by 
Colonel ‘I, H. Hendley throughout the year, and the Lieutenant.Governor 
takes this o, unity of acknowledging his very efficient supervision of the 
hospitals under his control.

Report on an Enquiry into the Health of the Municipulties to the North of Calcutta and to the 
cast of the Hooghly, with special reference to Malaria. 


Iw accordance with the orders of the Sanita: Commissioner of Bengal, the followin, 
enquiry into the health of the riparian rmunibipdlities to the north of Calcutta and Wo.iie 

of the Hooghly, including Maniktala and Barasat, has been carried out by me. It 
appears from the file on the subject that the groat prevalence of malaria in this trgot of 
country has attracted attention for many ee past, while whusual importance is attached 
to this area in consequence of tho number of mills and other industries which are located 
within its limits, with @ resulting increase in its population, As long ago"ks 1889, the then 
Sanitary Commissioner of Bengal, Dr. Gregg, made a careful inspettion of this area, and 
advised that certain khals, which had become silted np, should be re-excavated so as to 


improve the draimage, but at this time no spleen examination was made in order to ascertain 
Sua ate of health of the people. A drainage schemév qrepered in 1891 by the Assistant 
Engincerto the Sanitary Board, which has since that time under the consideration of the 


municipalities concerned. Reports of guest prevalence of malarial fevers in this area during 
1899 has caused the question to be taken up again, ani the present enquiry to be ordered. 

Plan and scope of the enguiry.—The essential point to be determined was re se bor ; 
of persons in different parts of the area who are suffering from malaria, which could only be 
ascertained by examining a large number of persons for enlargement of the s;leen, as was 
pointed out to me by Major Dyson, itary Commissioner of Bengal, to whom I am 
* indebted for much invaluable advice on thi: other points, which his previous ience 
in carrying out a similar enquiry in the Punjab added great weight to. Between five and 
six thousand persons were.thus examined, and this spleen count occupied many hours a 
day for just one month, together with other enquiries. 1n addition the water level was taken 
in as many wells as could be found, together with enquiries as to the height to which the 
water rose in them during the rainy reasons. “he main drainage channels of the area 
wore also examined as far_as possible, although the small amount of water in them at this 
time of the year rendered it impossible to follow them throughont their course. The water- 
supply of the different municipalities was carefully inquired into, and has furnished results 
of a most interesting aud practically important nature Returns of the number of cases 
© of fever treated each month of the yaar in most of the dispeusaries of the country under 
investigation have been obtained and compared by means of charts with the mouthly rainfall 
of recent years, in order to try and ascertain if there is any definite and constant relationship 
betwee: the quantity and distribution of the rainfall and the prevalence of ‘ial fevers — 
a Tabottous Investigation which has proved to be one of great difficulty. uiries into 
vattle disease and some other minor points have not ‘resulted in sufficiently ®ocurate data 
being obtained to be of much value. ly, the rus bad theory of ‘the propagation of 
malaria has not been forgotten, and some important observations have been male into the 
distribution ‘of the partiqular genus of these insects, which is believed to be intimately

Tf we turn to the records with regard to Bengal, we t in a paper entitled 
“Unhealthy Tracts of Bengal” Dr. Giegg states that in the worst drone 6 noises rate 
of 50 per cent. is met with, places situated on river bauks being the most healthy. As an 
example of an attempt to ameliorate the conditions in Bengal, the scheme for protecting 
the town of Dinajpur from floods, which was worked out by Surgeon-General Harvey, then 
Sonitary Commirsioner of Bengal, and which was carried into effect in 1879-81, may be 
ref red to, although unfortunately the works appear to have suffered from unusually high 
floods, which prevented them from fully coming up to expectations. Another well known 
example of the good effects of deep drainage of a very malarious place is that of Boufarie in * 
Algeria, in which the amount of-malaria is said to have been 1educed to one-third of its 
previous rate by lowering the ground water by less than two feet, although it is worthy of 
note, in reference to the data to be mentioned presently, that a better drinking water-supply 
was introduced at the same time. 

As far as possible, 100 persons in each ward of each of the municipalities were exemined, 
about half being children, gding from house to house so as to avoid any selection, while in 
addition care was taken to examine for vacc’nation marks at the same time, so that the 
people thought that this was the main object of my visit, and consequently did not bring up 
those who had large spleens especially, as they might have done if they considered that was 
what I wanted to see. These precautions ullowed of a fair es'imation of the spleen rate 
being obtained. Four classes of different sizes were noted, namely, fhose in whom it could 
just. be felt be'6w the ribs, at one extreme, and those in whom it extended beyond the navel 
at the other. Between them two classes wore made, in which the edge of the organ oould be 
felt two and four fingers’ breadths below the in of the ribs. These four degrees may bo 
termed respectively “slightly enlarged,” ‘“ moderately enlarged,” “much enlarged,” and 
“extremely enlarged.” Further’ castes were noted as being gither “ Brahmans,” 
“ Hindus—Other castes,” and “Muhammadans”; while all thts children were classed 
together. The general result in each municipality will first be given, and then any nole- 
worthy variations in the different wards of each will be pointed out in so far as the T on 
the conclusions arrived at. As much as possible of this information has been embodied in 
the accompanying map, in which the spleen rates in the area¥ given in table I ara represented 

y shading as noted in the margin of the map, while those of the different wards are indi- 
cated by the larger figures within them, those in brackets being the reference numbers in the 
tables alter the name of the wards, and those in a circle g the ground water levels 
in fect and inches, the upper figures representing the distance of the water below the surface 
of the ground in February last, and those below its height in the previous rainy season. 

Certain subsidiary matters hee Me conveniently mentjonel here. ‘Thus, the results of 
my enquiries pointed to both cattle-diseases and impotency being more common in those parts 
which had the highest spleen rates, just.as Major Dyson found to be the oase in a water- 
logged area in the Punjab. A look-out was also kept for anything resembling the so-called 
bdtoata fever, which has recently been asserted to be not uncommon in Caloutto, and 
enquiries were made from some of the local native practitioners about it, but with entirely 
negative results, and no cases answering to the descriptions of this supposed affection-was seen 
in the whole course of the enquiry. 

The figures of the spleen rates represent the percentage of persons with eularged spleen 
calculated on 50 adults and 50 chil: from the ascertained rates in those examined, by 
whi any variations due to a smaller or larger number of the more suscvptible children 
having been examined in some of the wards are eliminated. 

eMeral results of the spleen count.—Thé following table shows the percentage of persons 
in each munidipality who were found to be suffering from onlargement of the spleen. 
‘They are arranged in order from north to south, from above downwards, while those on the 
left are situated on the bank of the Hooghly and those to the right are to the east of the 
former, so that the-arrangement roughly resemLles their relative positions on the map —

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A glance at the above fable shows that the spleen rate is much bby. ss the 
situated on the east bank of the Hooshly river thuu it is in those further to'the enst, 
if they ave still ouly about two miles from the stream, as the Inst five are, with'the exception 
of parts of North Dum-Dum. This fact having been asoortained, the question arse as to 
whether the lower rate on the banks of the Hooghly was to be regarded as the normal rate, 
and the higher figures of the inner tract as being due to water-logging or other abnormal 
conditions, or whether the latter must be taken as the usual stato of affairs in this part of 
‘Lower Bengal, and the banks of the Hooghly as being exoeptionally healthy. In order to 
solve this problem it was necessary to visit other places still further to the east, and Gobar- 
danga avd Basirhut, which are situated on the next flowing river to the east of the Hooghly, 
namely the Ichchhamati, was s-lected as the most suitable for the purpose. The er is 
somo 22 miles to the east of Naihati, while the latter is 26 miles to the east of Barasat. 
The former is vearly surrounded by a bend of the river on two sides ey marsh land on 
the other sides, so that onmnot be considered to be well situated from the health point of view ; 
but Basirhat, on the other hand, would appear to be likely to be healthy as any place in this — 
portion of the Gangetic delta. Nevertheless, both show a splgen 1ate of over 50 per cent., x 
which, agreeing as it does with Dr, Gregg’s statements about this tract of cedutry, may be 
taken.as approximately the normal figure for this part of Lower Bengal. It would therefore 
appear that the east bank of the Hooghly is exceptionally healthy, although some of the 5 
municipalities in the low-lying fract a little to the east of the river show very high spleen 
rates, more specially North Dum-Dum and the portion of Soutl Barrackpore to the east of 
the railway, whose figures are 68 and 56 per cent. otively. 1t may glso be at once 
mentioned thint last year, namely 1849, was an exooptionfilly feverish one on account; appa- 
rently, of the excess and uneven distribution of the rainfall, and that this very possibly 
accounts for the reports which were received on the unhealthiness of this part. 

On looking closely’ at the figures, it will be gers that there is a mafked excep- 
tion to the rule abdve apne out, for Maniktala, although situated away from the river 
bank and on extremely low-lying and water-logged land, has, nevertheless, the second lowest 
spleen rate—an exception which has proved tobe the key to a very important factor in the 
causation of the variations of the spleen rate in the fract under consideration. The only 

‘ound on which the low spleen rate of Maniktala can be accounted for is the enjoyment by 
this advanced anunioipality of a good filtered water-supply. It is also worthy of note that 
Cossipore-Ohitpur, which has the lowest rate of all, namely 112, has the double advantage of 
a filtered water-supply and a situation on the east bank of the Hooghly, ‘That these are the 

true reasons of its marked immunity is shown by the fect that the average spleen rate of 
the two western wards 1s only 7-4, while that of the two easternly wards, fon one to two 
miles from the river, is 14-7, that is, almost the same as that of Maniktala. The ‘density of 
the population of Chitpur, and’ consequent smaller number uf tanks, &o., may also be a slight 
factor in its healthiness, but the details to be given immodliately with regard to the epleen 
rates of different wards of, Manikiala and other places show thnt this is not a factor of any 
t importance, but on the other hand they will pyre conclasively the intimate’ relation- 
ap between o filtered water-supply and a low spleen raté; but as this point is one of the 
ntmost practical importance, it will be necessary to go somewhat into detail with regard tu 
the spleen rates of different wards of the same municipalities, more ially of those parts 
ewhich are being supplied with good water by mills sitnated within their boundaries. At 
the same time the data with regard to the ground water levels will be given, so that the. 
question of water-logging can also be discussed as far as it is possible to do so with 
advantage in the absence of the levels for the rainy season, which are not yet available. 

The-figures in the second column, which gives the average mortality from fever for’ the 
last five years, show a close relationship between this and the spleen rate, Maniktala and 
Chitpur-Cosei ipore having a very low fever death-rate and sp!oen rate, no doubt on account of 

- their filtered water-supply. 

Ward variation in the spleen rates :—(1) Maniktala.—This bid » as will be evident, 
from the accompanying map, is situated between the Circular and the New Out Canals, and “ 
this area is so flat that there is only a fall of some eight foct frou wost to east in a distance 
of two miles. Its drainage is dependent on channels by the sides of the four main roads, 
and is carried under the New Out Canal by means of syphons into ‘the Great Salt Water _ 
Lake, but these have to be closed at high tides to prevent tho salt water running up into 
the draius, and they do not work very efficiently at present’ The portion of the main drains 
in the western and more densely populated et oat of the municipality are pucka, but the “ 
eastern portions are kutcha. The water level was taken in several ville, wae: in Febru 
it was found to average 5 feet from the surface of the ground, while evidence was obtained 
that it rises to within from 1 to 2 feet during the rainy semion A more teteaiiy eiae: 
logged place it would be diffioult to fnd. For purposes of comparison it was divided up into 
western and eastern portions, and the spleen rates were d to be 12°4 for the former and 
14 for the latter, although it might have boen expeoted that tre much less densely inhabited 
and more water-logged eastern would have had a decidedly higher rate. It was in 
the west part of this als in whifeh the larvw of the malarial-bevring mosquito 
was Tound in half the tanks as well as in somo other ao will be detailed further on, so 
that none of the known causes of malaria were absent, in spite of which this munigj yand 
that of Chitpur and Cossipore were the two which showed considerably the ed 
rates of all, and these two are the only ones which have a full filtered water-supply. ~s*

Cossipore-Chitpur.—This municipality is situated immediately to the north of Calcutta, 
and extends eastward as far as the Ea-tern Bengal Railway and northwards to the southern 
border of Baranagar. It is divided into féur wards, namely, Chitpur and Cossipore West, 
extending from the river to the Grand Trunk Road, the spleen entages of which are 4:8 
and 9°9 respectively ; and Chitpur and Cossipore Hast, extending from the Grand Trank 
Road to the railway, and pooseausy distant from one or two miles from the river bank, the 
spleen rates of which are 18 and 16:7 a cent. respectively. The whole area is supplied 
fully by filtered water, while those people who do not drink this—and they are certainly 
decided rag ape take chiefly river-water in the western wards and tank-water in the 
eastern ones. e water-level in three wells varied only between 4 and 5 feet from the 
surface in February, and in the rainy season it had been within from 1 to 2 feet of it; so 
that here again there was considerable webpage , but the minimum amount of fever; 
while although the western ion is more can populetes, the eastern part presents 
numerous tanks and is g ly favourable to the development of malaria, yet apparently 
owing to the filtered water-supply, the spleen rate is very low. 

th Dum-Dum.—To the east of the railway, which bounds Ohitpur-Cossipore Muni- 
cipality, lies South Dum-Dum, the most thickly inhabited portions of which are situated on 
the Jessore, Belgachia, and Dum-Dum roads, and it is divided into three wards, which may, 
roughly be taken as respectively including She pecs adjoining these three roads. The inha- 
bitants of Ward ILI, who were examined, mostly resided near the easternmost portion of the 
Dam-Dum road, and the rate was 37°9. Those of Ward I mostly lived sround that 
portion of the Jessore which joins the eastern ends of thesBelgachia and Dum-Dum 
roads, anil its spleen rate was 45°3. Lastly, most of those examined in Ward III lived 
around the western end of the Belgachia road just to the east of the railway, and conse- 
sey bom oe western ward of Cossipore, and the spleen rate among them was only 
87, by far the lowest rate of any place to the east of the railway. Here again the probable 
explanation of this exception is many of the inhabitonts of this ward obtained filtered 
water from the Cossipore Municipality, as I ascertained both Li oar td and by seeing them 
the water myself, while the portions of the other wards which wore examined were

Baranagar.—This municipality lies between the Hooghly and the Eastern Bengal Rail- 
way, extending northwards for nearly two miles above Cossipore. It is divided into four 
wards, the first three of which are between the river and the Grand Trank Road, and the 
fourth lies to the east of the former, being mostly hetween the Grand Trunk Road and the 
railway, and consequently is dependant for its water-supply on tanks, while the first three 

t theirs mainly from the river, although Ward I, which is the most southernly bordering on 
ossipore, obtains a certain amount of filtered water from that municipality. Ward I has 
the lowest spleen rate, it being only 11°6; Wards II and III have intermediate rates of 14:3 
and 18:1, respectively ; while Ward IV has the highest rate, namely 26—differences which 
can only be expl: by the varying water-supply;for although the last ward also has a 
larger area under rice cultivation, that portion of it whose inhabitants were examined did not 
t materially different conditions from the other three wards. Nor will the differences 

in the ground water-level, which are given in the table above, account fer the spleen rates. 

Kamarhati.—This municipality lies immediately to the north of Baranagar (from which 
it has recently been separated), and consists of two wards, namely, No.1 between the river 
and Grand Trunk Road, and No. 2, from the latter up to the Nastern Bengal Railway and 
including Belguria. The spleen rate of the river ward was found to be 18°8, while that of 
the inland ward was 34°8—a notable difference; while the first ward mainly relies on the river 
for its water-supply, and the latter is dependant on tanks ; for although there are a fow wells 
in all the municipalities, mostly belonging to private individuals, yot they appear from my 
enquiries to be little, if at all, used by the people for drinking purposes, especially if filtered 
water is available, while many intelligent natives informed me Tie those who drink filtered 
water suffered much less than those who drank that from any other source, including well 
water. ‘The ground water was 7 feet below the surface in February in “the riverine ward, 
and had been within 1 foot 8 inches of it in the rainy season of 1899, whilo it was 1 foot 
further down in both seasons in the case of the Belguria ward, so that from this point of 
viow the latter should have been slightly the more healthy of the two, instead of entirely the 
reverse obtaining. F

includes the large vil of Nimta, while the easternly one includes Gouripur ae Kadihati, 
which are situated on the Nowi Nadi, a sluggish stream which carries tho surface drainage 
away to the south-east into the Kocho bhil. The water-level in a well in the western ward 
was 7 feet 3 inches below the surface in February, and had risen to within 2 feet 3 inches in 
the rainy season of 1889, so that this part is certuinly water-logged, although it will be neces- 
sary to wait for the ground water records of the next rains before the exact degree of this can 
be estimated. ‘The spleen rate in the western ward was no less than 76*6 per cent., whilo 
a fet boys of the Nimta High School, who mostly belonged to well-to-do families, it 
was 67 per cent. In the eastern ward the pereentage worked ont at 596, which is also very 
high, the average of the two wards being 63°1, an extremely high figure. Tho weeeaonty 
is solely from tanks and a very few wells, while the villages are surrouuded by flooded 
rioo-fields during the rainy season ; both a bad water-supply and water-logging being present, 
and factors in causing the marked unhealthiness of this area.

. South Barrackpore.—This municipality is a very large and scattered one, mainly con- 
sisting of a riverine portion situated between the Hooghly and the Grand Trunk Road, the 
following four wards of which, beginning from the south, were examined; namely Agarpara, 
with a spleen rate of 30-8 and a ground water-level of 7 feet in February and 1 foot 8 inches 
below the surface in the rains of 1899; Punihati, with a spleen rate of 41°25, Sukchar, with 
a spleen rate of 12-1 and a ground water-level of 8 feet in February and 2 feet below the 
outhate in the rains of 1899; and Kbardaha, situated just to the south of the khel of the 
same name with a spleen rate of 26°75 and a ground water-level of 6 feet 6 inches down in 
February. “All these depend mainly for their water-supply on the river, while the exception- 
ally low rete of Sukchar appears to be due to the unusual number of good pucka houses, 
many of which were two stories high, the inhabitants of which must have been much better 
todo than the majority of those in most of the other wards, while tanks seemed also to be

Tittagarh.—This is a small municipality which lies on the east bank of the Hooghl: 
between South and North Barrackpore, and is bounded on the south by the Khardaha khal. 
and on the north by the Tittagarh khal, and on the east by the Grand Trunk Road, 
It is divided into four wards numbered I to IV from north to south. Two mills in 
Wards II and ILI supply a limited amount of filtered water, more especially,to the inhabit- 
ants of Ward II, but Wants I and IV on either side of the other two drink nearly ontirely 
river and tank water. Here then was a very good opportunity of putting to a crucial test the 

uestion as to whether filtered water drinkers suffer less from enlargement of the spleen 
fan do those who drink other kinds, so notes were made in the great majority of the 
euple examined in this municipality as to what water they usually drank, whether filtered, 
Hop hly, or tank. The results are as follows, beginning from the south as before: Ward IV, 
which is o narrow strip situated on the north bank of the Khardaha khal, which the 
tidal water flows as far as a sluice gate in a bridge under the Grand Trank Road, and which 
contains a series of kutcha bustees, had a spleen rate of 48 cont.—that is a very high one 
for a riparian area The water-level was 10 feet 1 inch below the surface in February, 
but had rison to within 1 foot 3 inches in the rains of 1899. Only 16 per cent. o 
those who were examined stated that they drank filtered water. In Ward III, 82 per cent. 
of those examined had drunk filtered water, and the spleen rate was 30 per cent. The 
water-level had been 1 foot 6 inches below the surface in the rains of 1899, and was 
10 feet 6 inches down in February, so that in this respect the conditions were just the 
samio as in Ward LV, so this factor will not explain the considerable difference between the 
health of these two wards, the water-supply only being different. Still more marked, 
however, was the difference between the «plven rates of the two northern wards whose general 
conditions are precisely similar, that of Ward II, which is opposite the mills, being 19 per cent., 
and that of Ward I, immediately further north, was 54-3, in spite of the ground water-level 
of the latter having been 6 fect from the surface at the height of the rains of 1899, and 
18 feet 4 inches down in February last—an exceptionally low rate. On the other hand,

months. That the state of affairs described is not peculiar to Maniktala is shown by the 
* fact that I found the anopheles larym in several tanks in Gobardanga, so that it must 
moat regretfully be admitted that the task of destroying these larve in éven a small area of a 
single municipality even in the season when thelinfected places are fewest in number, appears 
to ee hopeless in thene parts, for the 15 infected tanks were all within an area of one-sixteonth 
of a square mile, and there must be several hundred tanks in Maniktela alone. If, then, 
malaria is sive communicated through the bites of mosquitoes only, the chances of bein, 
able to approciably lessen malarial diseases by a crusade against these tiny pests, in Bengal 
at any rate are exce:dingly remote, and could only be attempted by the old plan of extensive 
drainage sthemes which might reduce to some extent the number of pools in which the 
_ malaria-bearing mosquitos could breed. Lf, however, infection can and does commonly tako 
place through water, the problem will be much simplified, and other diseases, such as 
cholera, &c., will be reduced at the sgme time by the provision of a pure water-supply, 
which all the gyidence in this report points to as the most urgently needed sanitary reform in 
Bengal. ° 

eho nd water-level and the spleen rate,—It has been already pointed out in discussing 
the variations in the spleen rate of different wardsjof each municipality that there is no 
definite relationship between these variations and those of the ground wattr-level, such as 
there was in regard to the water-supply, but this may be largely due ta, the latter factor 
predomiuating and so obscuring the effeots of the ground water. If we take “the figures of 
the areas at a distanoo from the river, whose water-supply is fairlyysimilar, we find that the 
variations inthe ground water-levels to be too slight to allow of any useful deductions to be 
drawn from-them, so that it will be necessary to await the records of the water-levels. which 
will be taken during and after the ensuing rainy season before their precise relationship oan 
‘Be determined, 

The rainfall and the fever rate-—That the amount of malarial fever in different years 
varies very greatly is well roy but the exact relationship of the variations to the rainfall 
‘is not so certain. Most of the native medical men in charge of the dispensaries in thoso 
municipulities were agreed that there was more fever in years in which the raififall was 
excessive, and the high fever rate in 1899 appears to bear this out. In order to ascertain 
if this was a constant aelaaeiay charts of the monthly number of cases of fever treated in 
ten of the principal dispensaries of this tract of country, together with the monthly rainfall 
for the last six years, were made out. The fever charts of the different places corresponded 
very closely with each other, showing that there was some factor whith operated equally on 
all, producing a high rate one year and a low one another. On the other hmd there was 
no constant relationship between either the monthy distribution or the total rainfall and 
the fever rate: for while a high total and irregular monthly distribution was followed by a 
high fever rate in 1899, yet in 1896 the same conditions were accompanied by very little 
fever.,"Again in 1895 a low and regularly distributed rainfall coincided with a very high 
fever rate, while precisely the opposite occurred in 1897 under similar conditions; while the 
only pitt in common between the years of high fever rates appeared to be an irregular dis- 
tribution of the rain with several breaks of a week or more, accompanied by a diminution of 
the jyemidity of the air and consequent more rapid evaporation—a state of affairs which I also 
fo be gocompanied by much fever in Lucknow in 1898, but the exact beariug of 
which is nol Bat eyiv so that the explanation of the seasonal variations of fever in this 
tract has not yet fully elucidated by the present enquiry, and is evidently different 
from that which 1 found to vial on laterite soil in a previous one, in which s high end 
irregularly distributed rainfall was always accompanied by a high fever rate and vice versa. 
The ee to find any definite relationship between either water-logging or rainfall and 
the spleen and fever rates of this tract of country only serves to emphasize the importance 
of the discovery of the effect of the varyin, watscanigly 00 the spleen rates, while it is also 
worthy oftnote that tne only exception to the rule that the fever rate of 1899 was unusually 

igh in thes municipalities in the year 1899 is that of Garulia, where the number of eases 

fever treated at the riers last year was only dbout one-third of the average for pre- 

vious years and one-half of the rate for 1898; an exception which is probably accounted 
for by the fact that a partial filtered water-supply was introduced in 1898. 

“The Eastern Bengal Railway and the Dirainage.—This Tine lies across the direétion 
of the natutal drain: of this tract from west to east, away from the Hodghly river, and 
the question whether it obstructs the drainage is one which has been previously debated. I 
observed that in several places there were fewer culverts under the railway than under 
‘the Grand Trunk Road a little to the west of it, so that some of the latter were thus 
rendered ‘useless. e other hand, the places with the highest spleen rates lie for the 
“most part to tho east of the railway, while tho reverse should be the caso if the unhoalthiness 
‘were mainly due to obstracted drainage caused by the railway. Unfortunately it was 
‘not *founil ‘possible to get observations of the water-Jovel in close proximity on either side 
~of the railway in order to eye if the railway was materially obstructing the drainage on 
account: of the ity of wells, but such as there were did not afford any evidence of marked 
obstruction. jével of the water in Belguria to the west of the railway was 8 feet 
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i ;, and 2 fect 8 inches in the rainy season of 1899 below the surface, while the 
pear fi of North Dum-Dum, taken at a distance of about a milo on the other 
side of the Railway, were 7 feet 3 inches and 2 feet 3 inches, respeotively. Further, the water 
levels in Sodepore and Nona to the east of the railway did not differ very materially from 
those of corresponding parts to the west of the line, but here again it will be well to await 
the records for the rest of the year before deci: on the exact value of these levels. 

The Spleen vate and Caste, §e—Table I shows the spiiéen rates io Site 
from which it appears that Hindus were less frequently affected than Muhamn and 
adult males less than children, Brahmins, however, had a high rate, which is somewhat 
surprising, as they are for the most part better off than other castes.

CONCLUSION. 


The general result of the enquiry has been to show'that there is a marked difference 
betweemthe health of the riverine the more inland portions of the area examined, the 
former being much less malarious than the latter. This at first sight seems to point to 
the unhealthiness of the eastern tract as being due to water‘logging, for the ground. tear 
the river is ona slightly higher level than the rest. The result of an examination of 
Basirhat and Gobardanga on the next flowing river to the east of the Hooghly, however, 
revealed as high a spleen rate in them as in the worst part of the tract to the east of the 
Hooghly, with the exception of North Duman a0 that it appears that the higher spleen 
rate, namely, about 50 per cent., is the normal for this portion of the delta of the#@anges, 
and that the tract on the east bank of the Hooghly and close to the river is really unusually 
healthy for these parts. The comparatively healthy area extends from the river bank to 
the Grand ‘I'runk Road, and in some parts as far as the Hastern Bengal Railway, a distance 
varying from one to two miles. No essential difference in the water-levels of the healthy 
And chbesithy portions has been found which could account for the differences noted, but 
possibly a reoord of the ground water-levels throughout and for two or three months after 
the rains may reveal a slow subsidence at the end of the rains which would indicate 
obstructed surface drainage in the worst parts, so that the data given in this report camtibt be 
taken as in any way excluding higesipo as a factor in producing the high spleen rate of 
certain pate. On the contrary there is clear eviden that the khals and nadis which 
drain this area are to a great extent silted up, the deepening of which could hardly fail.to 
improve the health» of the coutitry, although water-logging alone willnot explain all the 
variations in the spleen rate which have been recorded above. ° 

‘The most striking exceptions to the rule that the areas at a distance from tite river 
benk barge high spleen rate is that of Maniktalla, aud the eastern portions of Chit 
Cossipore eon the Grand Trunk Road and the railway, both of which, together with the 
rest of the last named, have the lowest rates of all. Moreover, they are the»most water- 
logged of the whole area under consideration, both the ground’ water-levels of thecold © 
weather and rainy seasons having been the highest recorded, so that it is evident that there 
must be some other factor to account for their marked immunity from malaria. This is 
certainly not the absence of the malaria-bearing mosquito, for it was in the first named 

t they were found during the minimum fever season to be more meorrenty than 
hitherto been reported frum any part of India. he only possible factor which remains 
is the watersupply, and it is noteworthy that these two water-logged municipalities are the 
only ones which have a full filtered water-supply from the same source that Oaloutta itself 
is supplied by. hat this is the true explanation is borne out by the yery low spleen rates of 
certain wards of other municipalities which have a partial filtered water-sup} ip tron various 
mills, as also of the wards of South Dum-Dum and B; whioh bor on O 
from whose standpipes somo of their inhabitants wore obtaining filtered water, the Fw aa 
which have been already given. Lastly, the figures given in ‘l'uble X, showing the rate 
‘among river water to be nearly double, and that of tank water drinkers to 
treble, that of filtered water drinkers, strongly corroborate the evidence as to 


. 
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derived from the filtered water, aod afford a key to the whole distribution of the varying 
spleen rates in the riverine tract, as can be seen from a careful «study of the accompanying 
map. Thus Chitpur and Cossipore west, which have the double advantage of a filtered 
pats 24 ily and close proximity to the river, so that those who do not drink filtered water 
will for’ the most part take river water, have the lowest spleen rates of all, averaging 7-4. 
The eastern portion of the same municipality, which has tank instead of river water as 
an — to the fil supply, on the other hand, has a jspleen rate of 14°s which 
is almost the same as that of with one of 13:2, the latter having a similar water- 
supply. Further those wards which are situated immediately on the river bank, but have 
not got filtered water, and consequently get their supply mainly from the river, and to a 
Jess extent from, tanks, have a rate intermediate between those with filtered water and the 
»more inland ones which are depen entirely on tank water. Those to the east of the 
railway are also more surrounded by rice-fields and perhaps more waterlogged and have the 
highest rates. In short all the ward variations in the spleen rate of the riverine munici- 
ities can be explained on the ground of their varying water“su ply in a manner that no 
other explanation will approach in completeness, so that it is impossible to come to any other 
conclusion than that the above is the true,explanation of the facts recorded. 

It is on account of the very importance of this conclusion that such full details of the 
ward variations of the spleen rate have been given, which together with the map will allow 
of a close examination of the data on which it is based, for if this conclusion is accepted it 
will be evident thatthe introduotion of a pure water-supply should be the first consideration 
if the fever rate is to be reduced, while surface drainage can safely be poned for a time, 
as is evident from the very low spleen rate of mater logget Maniktala.. The improvement 
of the water-supply will eo reduce such diseases as cholera at the same time: that malarial 
fevers ‘aro greatly. decréased, while the fear that the latter will be increased by the supply 
of filtered. water increasing water-logging may be dismissed as chimerioal, and this essential 
sanitary reform may be safely preueer on in all densely inhabited municipal areas. 

The most malarious areas, however, are the rural tracts consisting of scattered villages. 
Tn the midst of rice-fields, the provision of a pure water-supply for whom is a very difficult 
problem. The people donot seem to sppreciate well water, which it is by no means certain 
would be less productive of malaria than river or tank water, while the construction of 
masonry wells in codsiderable numbers is a very expensive matter. A more feasible method 
of supplying pure water to such places would appear to be the sinking of a large nutnber of 

_ tube wells, which are very cheap and yield a good supply, especially if they are sunk close 
to tanks, whose waters will Thus be filtered through a thick layer of alluvial soil before 
reaching the sunken tube of the well, while’ the water will be cool and agreeable to the 
villagers. A certain number of these wells have already been successfully introduced into 
some of the rural municipalities, but not in sufficient numbers to have any appreciable effect 

on fog health, nor Will the funds at their disposal allow of more rapid progress in this 
matters"so that under present circumstances it will not be poet to get any evidence as to 
their value in reducing malaria. I would therefore suggest that a sufficient number of these 
wells to supply water to the great majority of the inhabitants of one or more wards of some 
selected. municipalities should be sank as an experimental measure, and the results 
carefully watched. Portions of Barasat and North Dum-Dum would be the most euitable 
areas to commence with, as their spleen rate has been ascertained to be a very high one, and 
it could be ees Greet retested so as to afford a definite measure of the result of the trial, 
inage.—Although it appears to be clear that a pare water-supply is the most 
im it measure for reducing the amount of malaria in this traot, it is no less certain that 
efficient drainage would also materially benefit the health of more especially the parts at 
a little distance from the bank of the Hooghly, if it be bactioal 15 effect a permanent 
improvement in this respect at a reasonable cost—a matter which must be left to the 
engineers to decid’. It will not be sufficient to deepen the silted up drainage channels, 
ements are made to keep them open, a matter of the greatest difficulty when we 
bear in mind the inevitable tendency of a deltaic tract to rise slowly but surely above sea 
water-level. The introduction of a pure wator-supply, on the other hand, is a matter of mach 
more permanent value, so that the principal conclusion which all the evidence adduced in 

» this papas points would appear to be that in order to reduce the prevalence of malaria in this 

tract of country, a pure water-supply, preferable filtered, should first be introduced, while 
secondly the drainage of the tract should be improved if a practicable scheme of permanently 
effecting this can be devised.

DISTRICT OBSERVATIONS, 
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SUMMARY OF THE MurEUROLUGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JUNE 1900. 


Wearner during June was of a more broken character than is usualin that month, in the 
early part of which hot-weather conditions as a rule still prevail, and in the latter half the 
south-west monsoon has become established. ‘There was no want of rain over a great part 
of Bengal Proper, and even in the western districts the foll for the month is in many places 
above the average, Lut the rainfall was caused by depressions which, following an exception- 
al course, were followed by exceptional conditions, the more noticeable of which were high 
temperature and an absence of ruin in the western and central districts and continued heavy 
rainfall in the east. 

‘Three periods of disturbed weather occurred during the month, the first of which was of 
the kind usual in the hot-weather months, and caused a considerable ainount of rainfall over 
the Provinoo, and very low temperature for several days at the beginning of the month. The 
depression to which this unsettled weather was due appeared to begin in Assam and moved 
slowly westward, the advance being shown more by the all and recovery of temperature than 
by the pressure changes, which were more rapid and simultaneous. 

The sevond disturbance was a cyclonic storm of moderate severity, which began in the 
south or south-east of the Bay about the beginning of the second week, and moved north- 
westward crossed the Orissa coast on the 12th. ‘The centre passed the coast near False Point, 
and continued to move in a north-westerly direction during the day. But when in the east 
of the Central Provineos it recurved, and on the 14th was in Uhuta Nagpur, moving*in an 
cast-north-east direction T'wo very marked results of this change of motion appeared. 
‘The first was in the strong winds with an exceptionally rough sea, which, owing to the 
continued steep pressure gradient, developed over tho north of the Bay; the second was the 
genoral heavy rainfall, which began over Bengal simultaneously with the change of motion, 
und which was most noticeable in the northern districts, As the depression moved into 
Assam and broke up about the 16th, westerly winds became general over the west of the 
Province with high temperature, but not with the usual cloudless skies and with a large 
excess of humidity. At the same time the monsoon current which followed the disturbance 
was confined to the eastern districts owing to the continued low pressure in that area. 

By the end of the third week the pressure distribution had become very nearly normal 
over AR Province; and as there was a considerable defect over the south of the Bay, conditions 
wore less favourable for the continuance of rainfall. On the 21st the variation from the 
normal ranged from excess of 1 inch in North Bengal to defect of *05 inch in the south-east 
of the Bay. ‘Ihe low pressure over the Bay concentrated into a slight depression, which was 
in the north-west angle on the 28rd, and which caused the third disturbance of the month. 
The dopression attained to no great depth, but moving north-north-eastward it remained over 
Bengal Proper for some days, causing unsettled woather in the eastern districts with heavy 
continuous rainfall, and dry hot weather in the west with westerly winds and high tempora- 
ture towards the end of the month. 

‘The rainfall being largely due to these depressions has been more irregular than in 
ordinary years wheu the usual monsoon conditions haye become established during the second 
or third week. In the districts over which the central area of the cyclonic storm of the middle 
of the month passed, excess rainfall was general. These form a curved tract of countr: 
extending westwards across Orissa, northwards over Chota Nagpur, and then eastward towa: 
the Assam hills. The second depression from the Bay in its early stage probably caused the 
heavy rainfall in the west of Bihar on the 23rd and 24th; aud more oertainly was the causé 
of the heavy rainfall in the eastern districts during the last week by checking the westward 
movemtnt of the monsoon winds usual at that time of the year. 

‘The parts of the Province where rainfall was most noticeably in defect are the greater 
part of Orissa and South-West Bengal, the northern part of North Bengal with the exception 
of the Darjeeling hills, and the extreme west of Bihar, es 

At the beginning of the month a general fall of pressure occurred, the change being 
rapid in Orissa, Chota Nagpur, and the extreme north-east. A shallow depression was shown 
over the central districts with faint cyclonic winds, and rain was falling in considerable 
quantity in Assam and the adjacent part of North Bengal. Temperature was low in the 
rainfall area, the groatest defect being 7° in Assam. These changes were followed by a 
rapid recovery of pressure on the 2nd, but rainfall extended westward, followed by the wave 
of low temperature, which was most marked on the 8rd, when mean defect was more than 12° 
at some of the central stations. The distribution of pressure was very unusual on that 
day owing to the continued rapid rise over the Province. The highest readings were in 
the west of Bihar and the lowest in Madras, excess ing froma third of an inch at 
Buxar and Dehri to ‘U2 inch in the south-west of the Bay. This abnormal distribution 
was of short duration in Bengal, but it was probably the cause of the formation of the low 
pressure area in the south-east of the Bay, which in the course of a few days developed into 
the cyclonic storm. 

‘ine settled weather prevailed over the Province and the Bay for some days after the 
changes referred to above. Pressure and temperature became more normal, and it was not 
till the Sth that the first signs of disturbed weather began in the south-east of the Bay. 
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On the 9th the wind. was east at Diamond Island, and a diffused depression was shown to 
exist over the south of the tay by the increasing indraught across the Madras and the 
Burma coasts. On tke 10th a well-marked depression lay over the uorth of the Bay with 
a steep gradient to the south and east, but the increase of wind force was sma'l at the Burma 
stations, and the strongest winds were probably to the south and south-west of the disturbed 
area, The d ion, which was moving rapidly, was in the north-west of the Bay on the 
11th, and at 3 A. f the 12th the centre, moving in a more westerly direction, was betwoen 
False Point and Puri, aud defect in the central area was ‘37 inch. 

Up to this time none of the coast stations reported strong winds. The average voloc- 








* jty at Diamond Island on the 12th was only 18 miles an hour, and at False Point and 


Puri it was 20 and 19 respectively. 

The centre of the age mm on the morning of the 18th was moving northwards 
towards Chota Nagpur, and continuing to move slowly it was near Purulia on the 14th. This 
slow movement and the continued steep gradient in the north-west of the Bay resulted in 
strong south-easterly winds on the Orissa const and at Saugor Island on those days. On 
the 13th the averago velocity was 40 miles at Puri and Gopalpur, and on the 14th it was 
37 miles at Saugor Island, a high yelocity,which continued unabated during the Lith, while 
the depression was moving eustward across Bengal. 

‘eanwhile the change vf movement was causing important changes inland. Probably 
owing to the changes in the upper atmospherio currents, which accompanied or were tho cause 
of the recurving of the depression, heavy rain was falling over the whole of the north of tie 
Province, many stations reporting at 8 4.m. of the 14th 3 to 4 inches, and Darjooling more 
than 7 inches. This heavy rainfall continued on the 15th, but coased quickly on the depros- 
sion reaching Assam. Thore was little or no change in the depth of the depression or the 
severity of the disturbance. Up till the Lith, and even on the 15th, defect in the central area 
was very little under a third of an inch, but on the 16th a uniform distribution of pressure 
was shown over Bengal, and the ouly remains of the depression appoared in a d.ffused liw- 
pressure area over Burma. 5 

This low-pressure area continued for some days. While it was filling up, westerly 
winds with rapidly-increasing temperature prevailed in the western districts, and the moist 
current from the Bay was confined to the Burma coast, Assam, and tho extreme eustern 
districts of Bengal. 

During the interval between the disappearance of the cyclonic storm and the formation 
of the shallow depression in the north-west of the Bay on the 22nd or 28rd, little or no rain 
fell in the western districts, and only scattered showers in the centre of the Province, bat in 
the extreme east rainfall was of daily occurrence in moderate quantity. 

On the 28rd the depression was diffused over the north-west angle of the Bay with a 
centie near Saugor Island, but with the lowest pressure off the Ganjum coast, where winds 
were north-westerly. At the same time a very marked change had begun in the west of 
Bihar, where thunderstorms with rainfall and a large fall of temperature were becoming 
general and extending southward. Saran, Champaran, and Muzaffarpur districts all received 

eneral and in places heavy rainfall on that date, the heaviest being about 5 inches. On the 
Sith the depression was in East Bengal, with a regular system of cyclonic winds. Rainfall 
had become more scattered in the western districts, but in East Bengal and over the greater 
part of Bengal Proper very little change occurred for some days. Pressure remained low in 
the oast, and oscillations as occurred caused slight displacements of the area of 
lowest pressure with corresponding chunges in tho winds and further rainfall. On the 29th 
the depression began to fill up, but it was still fairly well defined on the 30th with defect of 
“12 inch in North Bengal and an indraught of winds towards that area. 

Pressure—As the two depressions of the month had more effect on the pressure 
distribution in the east than in the west of the Province, the averages for the whole moath 
are below the normal in the east, but not in Bihar and Chota Nagpur. There is also a 
moderate deficiency in the north of the Bay and in Urissa, but it is nowhero more than ‘03 
inch and at many stations below *02 inch. The feature of the meteorology for June has 
been the tendency for the depressions to move towards the north-east instead of to the north- 
west, as in other years, from the north-west of the Bay, and the low pressure which 
continued in the eastern districts for some days after the bproneion approached that area. 

Tomperature.—In the early part of the month, after the disturbed weather, waich began 
in Assam and extended south-westward over the Provinoe, unusually low temperature pre- 
vailed for some days. There was a second period of low temperature, while the cyclonic 
storm was influencing weather in Bengal during the second week. These periods of low 
temperature were as usual followed by corresponding periods of high temperature, most 
noticeable in the western districts, where rainfall was much more partial than in the east. 

Maximum temperature on an average for the whole month is 1° or 2° above the normal 
in Orissa and the extreme east, and 2° below in the central districts. Minimum temperature 
is almost uniformly above the normal by small amounts, rarely more than 1°. 

On an average for the large Divisions only Bihar and South-West Bengal show a small 
defect: the others a small excess. r 

Rainfall has been almost general and continuous in the east of the Province, but in the 
central and western districts, where it has been due to the passage of disturbunces «nd not, as 
in ordinary years, to the establishment of the south-west monsoon conditions, it has beon 
more interrupted, and in Bihar, during the latter half of the month, was muh less frequent 
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than usual. As, however, the cyclonic storm of the middle of the month caused heavy 
general rainfall for several days, and especially in the north of the Province, during the last 
two or three days of its existence, the total fall for the month on an average for the various 
Divisions was nowhere much below the normal. In South-West Bengal and Orissa there 
was defect of 16 per cent., in Chota Nagpur of 8 per cont., while in the other Divisions there 
was excess varying from 5 per cent. in North Bengal to 80 per cent. in Bihar. 

The distribution as compared with the normal has been less regular than usual, the 
heavier rainfall being due to the cyclonic storm. In Bihar falls were considerably above 
the normal except in the extreme west. In parts of Diasipet and Bhagalpur excess was as 
much as 15 inches. In the southern districts of North Bengal there was excess of 6 to 
10 inches, while in the north there was defect of about 6 inches, So in East Bengal some 
districts received rain in excess and some in defect. South-West Bengal was the onl; 
Division in which rainfall was almost uniformly in defect, but not to any great extent, In 
Orissa excess falls were chiefly in the Balasore and Puri districts. 

The following table gives a condensed viow of the rainfall of the various Divisions of 
Bengal in June, and in each of the previous months of the present year, as com with 
the normal values tor the same periods.

The rise in the percentage of successful cases under all 
heads is satisfactory, especially if land acquisition cases, which are responsible 
for more than half of the unfavourable decisions, are excluded.

Court, In the Lower Appellate Courts the percentage of cases decided in favour 
. of Government rose from 69°2 to 826, Eighteen decisions were unfavourable 
_ to Government, but 10 of these were governed by one japon’ Tn the Courts 
of the first instance, 200 cases were decided in favour of, and 75 against, 
» Government, while 99 were compromised or withdrawn. The Legal Remem- 
, braucer points out that in the case of erroneous or irregular proceedings in the 
~ Revenue Courts, the officers concerned have no power to cancel or revise their 
_ proceedings, The law has deliberately decided that the only remedy of the 
aggrieved party is to be by a suit, Such are suits to alter entries in records-of- 
rights under the Tenancy Act; to set aside certificate proceedings, revenue 
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sales and other similar transactions of the revenue officers; and it is creditablo 
to their care and gvod judgment that the cases in which their action has been 
set aside are, on the whole, out of such enormous numbers, so few.

The percentage of decisions in favour of the Court of. Wards was lower 
than last year in the High Court apd in the Courts of first instance, but in the 
Lower Appellate Courts it rose from 566 to 72. The general result was 
worse than in the case of Government litigation; and it has been brought to the 
notice of the Lieutenant-Governor thatthis may partly be due to the fact that 
in some districts great delay is allowed to occur in the filing of plaints and 
appeals: eventually they are often instituted at the last moment to prevent their 
being time-barred, and thus it is not always possible to subject them to the 
close scrutiny which they require. The Legal Remembrancer should insist on 
the papers in these cases being submitted to him in proper time, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor will be glad if he will specify in his next report any 
* districts in which neglect of the prescribed legal precautions has resulted in 
the Court of Wards getting the worst of its litigation. Several districts last

On the other hand, the results were primd facie very far from creditable to 
the supervision in Khulna (18 cases lost out of 42 decided), and the Lieutenant- 
Governor will be glad to have an explanation of these figures.

Thongh the amount under realisation was less than last year, the , percent- 
age realised was smaller; and whereas Rs, 52,049 were spent on litigation, the 
total receipts realised were only Rs. 15,702. ‘The districts of the 24-Parganas, 
Mymensingh, Darbhanga, Gaya and Bhagalpur show the worst results and 
the heaviest outstanding balances, and the Lieutenant-Governor must ask 
the Collectors of these districts to address themselves at once to the realisation 
of the sums which the Courts have decreed to the State. The general results 
are extents: unsatisfactory : for several years the amounts realised have been 
much ldss than those expended on litigation, and the percentage of realisations 
on the sums realisable has also steadily decreased. The Lieutenant-Governor 
trusts that special attention will be given during the current year to this matter, 
and to the regulations on the subject in the new Civil Suit Rules. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor regrets to observe that the percentage of 
realisations in Court of Wards’ cases also was very unsatisfactory, being 21-4 
against 26°53 last year and 3(-2 in 1897-98, and several District Officers have 
even failed to submit the returns for the estates under their charge. The 
Bettiah Raj, the Burdwan Raj, and the Tikari Raj Estates show the largest 
outstanding balances. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor has repeatedly cautioned the 
Managers of Wards’ Estates against embarking in litigation without first 
weighing the probability of recovering the claims, even if decreed. Their 
experience’ in “the realisation of decrees during the past year must bring home 
‘to them the absolute need of cireumspection in this matter.

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RESOLUTION ON THE FINAL REPORT ON THE KHURDA SETILE- 
MENT OF 1897-98, 


REVENUE DEPARTMENT—LAND REVENUE. 
Calcutta, the July 20th 1900. 


RESOLUTION--No, 2647L.R. 
Reap— 
Lotter No, 597A., dated 5th May 1900, from the Board of Revenue, Lower Provinoes, 
submitting the Final Report on the Khurda Settlement of 1897-98, 

Tue last settlement of the Government Estate of Khurda, which had been 
made in 1882 by Mr. W. C. Taylor, expired in 1897, and the present re-settle- 
ment has been made by his son, My. J. H. Taylor. ‘The requisite survey was 
begun in December 1895, settlement commenced in November 1896, and was 
practically complete by October 1898, ‘Ihe operations thus extended over 
rather less than three years. 

2. The estate of killa Khurda was annexed by Government in 1805 asa 
result of the rebellion of the Raja. Its area, according to the latest survey, is 
648,154 acres, of which all but 27,000 acres lie in and constitute the Khurda sub- 
division of the Puri district, It is heid under direct management, with the 
following exceptions :— 


(a) Two service tenures known as the ‘iandaits of Haldia and Malipara, 
held on the payment of a fixed quit-rent, and the performance 
of certain, now nominal police duties. They each cover about 
4,500 acres. 

(2) One village liable to the payment of a quit-rent only, known as the 
tanki bahal village of Birnarsinghpur. 

(c) About 68,000 acres of land, originally part of the cias mahal, but 
ussigned in 1858 and 1863 revenue-free to the Committee of the 
temple of Puri in lieu of an annual payment of Rs, 28,631, 

(d) Thirteen revenue-free villages covering about 5,000 acres, the origin 
of which has not been reported. - 

The survey and record of rights extended to the whole of the killa. 


8. The functions of the Survey Department, which was under the 
direction of Mr. R. C, Ewing, consisted of the revision of the maps prepared in 
the previous settlement, so far as related to the area then cultivated, and the 
addition to it of the area since brought under cultivation. To simplify 
the work, subdivisions of fields were not reproduced in the present maps. The 
work was begun in December 1895, and proceeded so mpusly that the records 
were ready for attestation by the following October, The most interesting 
feature of the survey was the attempt to utilise the sarbarahkars as amins, an 
attempt which failed, as similar experiments have feiled elsewhere in Bengal. 
In this case there was an additional reason for failure in the fact that the 
sarbarahkars were directly interested as a class in the suppression of information 
about new cultivation. $f appears that the increase in cultivation since the 
preceding settloment was 26,579 acres in the khas mahals, whereas the 
coberenue had only reported 11,914 acres, the worst offenders being found 
in Zillahs Dandimal, Kuhuri, and Banpur. 

4. The main work of the settlement proper, which occupied two years, 
and was under the immediate direction of Mr, J. H. Taylor and the control of 
Mr. 8. L. Maddox, was the combination of attestation with the settlement of 
rents. There was comparatively little case-work, but some difficulty was 
experienced in the proper apportionment of rent on holdings subdivided 
after the previous settlement, for which an analysis of the soil classification 
of the various fields of the original holding was necessary. The rate of 
rent assessed was based on that imposed at the previous settlement, an enhance- 
ment of 3annas in the rupee being made in the rents of old cultivation, and a 
rate of 14 annas 10 pies per acre being imposed on new cultivation, The 
enhancement on the old cultivation was grounded solely on the increase in the
